Suit for a receiver for the North 
St. Lucie River drainage district 
in St. Lucie county was filed Sat- 
urday in United States district 
court at Miami, and the action is 
interesting because suits of the 
same nature may be filed against 
the sub drainage districts in the 
Lake Okeechobee region. 

The suit against the North St. 
Lucie River district was brought 
by Chester D. Allen of Pasadena, | 
Cal, owner of a drainage bond 
dated May 1, 1920, and due May 
1, 1939, two interest coupons for| 
$30 ench, due May 1, 1931, and| 
May 1, 1932, havé not been paid! 
and the district has not sufficient | 
funds to pay its obligations, it is| 
alleged in the sult through Thad | 
H. Carlton, attorney. i 

‘An order was issued by-a federal | 
court recently forbidding the sup- 
ervisors of that district from ac- 
cepting bonds or interest coupons 
in payment of drainage taxes. 

To raise money, the St., Lucie 
district. supervisors recently adopt- 
cd a plan that was proposed by a 
group of Fort Pierce people—to 
sell Jand to settler in small tracts 
at $55 an acre, the-land so offered 
being land the district got because 
drainage taxes had not been paid. 
If a receiver is appointed it will 
be up to the recéiver to decide 
whether that plan will be carried 
out.

He had 
dressed himself in» women's ap- 
parel. As the guard who: had been 
stationed at the bridge by Cap- 
tain P. D. Fancher, ordered the 
person' approaching to stop, he was 
informed that he was stopping a 
woman who was on her way to 
cook for some white folks and 
that he was entirely out of order. 
Closer examination under the per- 
suasion of the automatic rifle dis- 
closed the escaped convict, who wax 
taken on to'the farm, and after 
dressitig up in shackles to pre- 
vent'another departure, was put to 
work.in the land clearing crew 
again.
